WARREN G. HARDING 

As Seen By His Friends 
Warren G. Harding, United 
States senator from Ohio, was 
born on his grandfather’s farm, 
where his father then resided, 


just outside the village of Bloom-| 


ing Grove, Morrow County, Ohio, 
November 2, 1865. He was the 
eldest of eight children, some of 
whom have achieved more than 
ordinary distinction; one in medi- 
cine, one as a public instructor, 
and one as a missionary in a for- 
eign field. 

He is the son of George T. Hard-

Mrs. Metcalf of 
Library Program 
In the North 


Juneau Librarian Represents 
American Library Associa- 
tion in Alaska in the “Books 
for Everybody Plan.” 


Mrs. F. A. Metcalf, librarian of 
the Public Library at Juneau has 
undertaken the direction of the 
‘*Books for Everybody’? movement 
in Alaska for the American Li- 
brary Association. 

This movement is a nation-wide 
endeavor to promote the extension 
of library service so that the mil- 
lions of people in the United States 
and its possessions may have the 
opportunity for obtaining reading 
matter which is not now within 
their reach. It is also designed to 
promote the habit of reading and 
universal self-education through 
books and libraries and create a 
public sentiment that will ensure 
adequate support for all -existing 
libraries and cause others to be es- 
tablished where they do not now 
exist. 

. This enlarged program is a di- 
rect outgrowth of the war-time ser- 


vice ot the American Library Asso- 
ciation which circulated more than 
7,000,000 books among men of the 
United States forces at home, over- 
seas, and on the sea. The peace 
time project will promote extension 
af hook service. 

To carry out the provisions of 
the project, a fund of $2,000,000 is 
being raised by librarians, library 
trustees, and friends of libraries 
without recourse to the usual inten- 
sive public campaign. 


It took but one ballot of the jury 
in the case of the United States 
against F. J. Furnivall to reach a 
decision that he was not guilty of 
embezzlement as charged in the in- 
dictment returned recently by the 
grand jury.

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tion of steel and ironmasters, and 
now an association of miners or of 
railroad employees, or a combina- 
tion of laborers from some other 
branch of industry, thus familiariz- 
ing himself with the needs of every 
section, and with the thougbts and 
hopes and aspirations of all classes 
and conditions of men. Having 
himself climbed the ladder from 
the lowest rung, he has given an 
attentiye ear and careful thought 
to the claims and problems of men 





in every station of life. 

Mr. Harding has twice repre- 
sented the Thirteenth Senatorial 
District of Ohio in the state legis- 
lature, seryed one term as lieuten- 
ant-governor, refusing to stand for 
reelection; and he is now nearing 
the close of his first termas United 
States senator from Ohio. The ac- 
count continues: 

When he came into this wider 
sphere of action his experience-in 
the state legislature served a good 
purpose, and he speedily arose to a 
commanding place. His fund of 
knowledge, and his wide experience 
witn men and affairs gave him a 
comprehensive grasp of the prob- 
lems with which the public service 
has to deal; and on his first en- 
trance into the arena it became ap- 
parent to his fellow senators that 
he was no novice, but one well 
qualified to render valuable service; 
and his utterances on the floor of 
the Senate have invariably com- 
manded respectful attention. 


Senator Harding has ever the 
courage of his conviction, even 
though his stand should engender 
serious opposition. He early ad- 
vocated preparedness while others 
were clarnoring for peace at anv 
price. He sponsored the bill for 
preparedness which had the ın- 
‘dorsement of Colonel Rooseyelt,

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and he was so closely associated 
with him during its pendency that 
it came to be widely rumored 
through the press that Colonel 
Roosevelt regarded him the coming 
man of 1920. ‘This close contact 
gave each a high regard for the 
Sincerity and singleness of purpose 
of the other in arousing an unsus- 
pecting people to a sense of im- 
pending danger in those crucial 
hours; and this intimacy continued 
nntil the lamented death this most 
flaming and strenuous advocate ol 
Americanism. 

The recent utterances of Senator 
Harding on the peace treaty and 
other questions which are now 
pressing for solution prove him to 
be a man of poise, not easily 
swayed by clamor or passionate 
appeal, and capable of exercising 
deliberate judgment even amid the 
turmoil of bitter partisan strife, 

Two years after the unfortunate 
schism which resulted in turning 
Ohio into the Democratic column 
in 1912, Senator Harding was elec- 
ted to the United States Senate by 
a majority of more than one hun- 
dred thousand, running seventy- 
three thousand ahead of the next 
highest on the ticket. In his case 
there was a complete cementing ot 
the opposing factions. 

His selection as chairman of the 
National Convention soon after he 
entered the Senate, and without 
factional strife, bore evidence of 


‘his high standing in the party 


throughout the nation. 

The important work which he 
has done on the committee on 
Foreign Relations, and other com- 
mittees of which he 1s a member, 
has brought him in close touch with 
the great questions, both foreign 
and domestic, with which the next 
Administration will have to deal. 
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
